LAST CAUCUS HELD. 


Republicans Decide Not to Put Anti- 


Trust Clause In Tariff Bill. 


BEER DUTY TO BE INCREASED. 


Stock and Bond /Transactions 


Are to Ba Taxed. 


Washington, July 2.—The Republican 


Senators have held their last caucus on 
the tariff bill. The meeting: continued 
last night for more than three hours, 
and was productive of important results, 
which were not reached without the dis- 
play of considerable feeling. Among 
the points decided were the following: 


To report no anti-trust amendment; 


to withdraw the original finance com- 
mittee provisions for a duty on tea and 
an increase of 44 cents per barrel in the 
tax on beer, and to provide for a tax on 
bond and stock transactions. 


The greater part of the time was given 


to the proposition for a pro\ ision against 
trusts 


The discussion on this question was 


opened upon the basis of a report by the 
Judiciary committee in opposition to any 
effort to attach a trust provision to the 
tariff bill. 


The committee had held a meeting 


during the afTernoon, at which the whole 
question \\ as gone ove at length with 
other Republican senators, including 
Messrs. Hanna and Chandler. It was 
then derided that it would be extremely 
difficult to secure legislation that would 
be effective, and that upon the v hole 
it was impolitic and um\ise to under- 
take it. A report was made accordingly 
to the caucus and a resolution adopted 
authorizing the presentation of an 
amendment providing m express terms 
for the continuance in effect of the terms 
of the Wilson law, which makes i' un- 
lawful to form a trust in imported 
articles. 


This report called out some vigorous 


protests, especially on the part of the 
Ti'estern senators, but they were re- 
plied to with spirit. It was asserl"c 
among other things that the presenta- 
tion of a new anM-trust provision would 
lead to lo.i ; debate, which could not be 
afforded at the present time. 


The success of the proposition to re- 


cede from the increased tax on beer and 
the temporary duty on tea led to quite a 
prolonged discussion of the amount ol 
revenue the 
bill woukl yield. Many 


senators expressed the opinion that the 
Volume would not be equal to the de- 
mands of the government. It was in 
response to this view that a determina- 
tion was reached to provide for a tax on 
Block and bond transactions. The de- 
tails of this scheme were not agreed 
upon, but were left to the finance com- 
mittee to perfect. There was decided 
opposition to a te,x on either ordinary 
Lank checks or mortgages. 


It appeared during the discussion of 


this branch of the subject that the com- 
mittee had been supplied with estimated 
of the revenue the bill would produce, 
Trade by Worthington C. Ford, who has 
giv?n the opinion that with an equa 
volume of imports the bill would pro1 
duce during the first year of its opera- 
tion more than $100,600,000 in excess ot 
the returns under the Wilson law for 
the first yfr,r It was in existence. Sena- 
tor Allison said, however, that these 
figures were misleading, as the imports 
•would not be expected to be so large, and 
edvised his fellow i=pna.tors on this ac- 
count not to accept them as any indica- 
tion of the possibilities of the bill.

Honey Muffins—Sift together one and a 


half pinto of flour, two tablespoonfuls ot 
baking powder and a small half teaspoon- 
ful * salt. Work in two tablespoonfuls 
of butter; beat and add tbree eggs, one 
teacnpful (or less) of honey and half a 
pint of milk. Put in muffin tins and bake 
in a hot oven.—Mrs. J. W. McGowan. 


Coocanut Pie—To a pint of scalded 


milk add half a teacupful of sugar, the 
yolks of twc eggs and a desertspoonful of 
corn starch dissolved in milk, beat all to- 
gether. Add a teacup of grated cocoanut 
which has been soaked in milk over night. 
Bake with lower crust only. Beat the 
whites to a froth , mix with two teaspoon- 
fuls of sugar and spread over the pie whet" 
baked, returning to oven unjil the sur- 
face is a delicate brown.—Mrs. W. S. 
Moore. 


Coffee Bread—Add two teaspoonfuls of 


baking powder to one quart of flour, a 
little salt, one pint milk, five eggs well 
beaten, four tablespoont'uls sugar, and two 
tabiespoonfula of butter. Spread in a tin 
and sprikle cinnamon, sugar, and bits of 
butter on top. Bake in a quick oven. 


Strawberry Biscuits—Make a tin of light 


baking-powder biscuits. 
Cut in two, 


spread with butter and fill with mashed 
strawberries; also cover top with berries. 
To be eaten with or without cream. 


Jelly Fritters—Three 
tablespoonfuls 


flour diusolved in enough hot water to 
make a stiff paste, Break into it two 
eggs, and beat well. Drop a little of the 
mixture into hot fat and fry a delicate 
brown. Drain on brown paper, and serve 
with currant jelly on each. To be eaten 
with maple syrup. 


Warm Gingerbread—Two heaping cups 


of flour, one tablespoonful ginger, one- 
half teaspoonful salt, one cup of New Or- 
leans molasses, one-half cup butter, one 
cup warm water and one egg. Bake in 
moderate oven. May be eaten warm or 
cold, 


Baked Cream Pudding—one pint of 


milt, one-half cup of powdered sugar, 
juice and rind, grated, of a lemon; add a 
pint of flour and beat all together. 
Beat 


the whites of 6 eggs to a stiff froth, add a 
pint of cream, a pinch of salt and pour 
into the former mixture. Bake in a hot 
oven, about 20 minutes. 


Strawberry Tapioca—Wash one-half cup 


of tapioca, and let soak tor one-half hour; 
add one pint of milk, the yolks of two 
eggs, beaten, sugar to tatie, a teaspoorjfuj 
of butter add one teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Turn into a baking dish and when done 
cover with meringue. Return to oven till 
whites are set and cover'the meringue 
with strawberries, which have been pre- 
viously sugared. 


White Layer Cake.—One-half cup but- 


ter, one and one-half cups sugar, one-half 
cup milk, two cups flour, whites of six 
eggs and one heaping teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder. Beat well and add one-half 
teaspoonful each of lemon and vanilla and 
six drops almond extract. Bake in two 
layers. The oven should not be too hot 
when put in to 'give cake time to rise. 
Filling.—Two tabiespoonfula of gelatine 
dissolved in eight tablespoonfuls of water. 
Strain and add two-thirds of a pound of 
pulverized sugar. Flavor to taste, Beat 
all together for one-half hour. If colored 
gelatine is used the effect is more pleas- 
ing.—Mrs. Ross.

Church Anniversary Celebrated. 


The first Baptist church celebrated Its 


71st anniversary 
Thursday 
evening. 


There was a l;.rge attendance. The even- 
ing's program opened with a selection bjr 
Profmor Palmer's juvenile orchestra. 
Rev. R. O. Sherwood of South Norwalk, 
Conn., offered prayer. Paster Rev. H. B. 
Foskett then »aid all were present to for- 
mally celebrate the 71st anniversary and 
to look backward. He exhibited a book 
containing tho recordi of the Baptists in 
this section for 130 years. He said this 
w«9 not really the oldest, but the Second 
oldest, the oldest church having been or- 
ganized at New Providence, now Chesh- 
ire. 


Calvin Richmond was the next speaker. 


He began by npeaklng oi the Shaftsbury 
association of Baptist churches, organ- 
ized In 1780. Among them was the first 
Baptist church oa Stafford's hill in Chesh- 
ire, then New Providence. The associa- 
tion held its first meeting there in 1786. 
The church had a membership of 48 in 
1SOO. Later I'eter Worden bdcame pastor 
and under his cave the membership grew 
to 117 and was flourishing until the build- 
ing of Elder Leland's church in the west 
part of Chesh ire, where the present ohurch 
now stands. 


The new church organized with 394 


members and it was then that Peter Wor- 
den's church dwindled away. 
Mr. Le- 


land was for 15 years pastor, then fol- 
lowed nine years without a pastor. In 
180S 
the North Adams Baptist church 


was organized. Then a third church was 
built in Cheshire, 
whioh 
is now 


Lanesboro. 
In 
1821 
the 
church 


at 
Stafford's 
hill 
closed. 
Mr. 


Richmond exhibited a foot-stone which 
had been used by his mother when a 
member of the Stafford's hill church, and 
closed with several interesting stories of 
the first pastor's work. Rev. R. O. Sher- 
wood then said it was four years ago that 
he resigned as pastor of the local church. 
He reviewed the changes that had taken 
place and spoke of the different pastors 
work, paying a neat tribute to the pre s- 
ent pastor. 


Mr. Foskett then (bowed records of the 


old church and said they had been tran- 
scribed and would be preserved as relics. 
He also exhibited a communion Set of 
three places that were imported from 
England and were 123 years old. Owing 
to the lateness of the evening he stid the 
other periodn of the church history would 
be saved UDtll a year from then. The 
celebration closed with a fine collation, 
which was served by the ladies.,

At the superior court Thursday in the 


Tilton-Martin case against the Boston & 
Albany railroad the count in the declara- 
tion relative to the ringing of the bell at 
the crossing and giving the necessary sig- 
nals at the crossing above the village at 
the time of the accident, the jury found 
for the company. Mr. Wilcox for the 
company has entered a. general exception 
to the verdict, but whether it will be 
pressed, or the verdict allowed to stand, 
will be a matter for later consideration. 


The day was spent in hearing the case 


of Herbert W. Weaver against the town 
of Mt. Washington. Out of 27 registered 
voters in the town 17 were at court either 
as plaintiff or witnesses. In the winter 
and spring of 1894 Weaver was driving 
on a road leading from "Sky Farm" to his 
house. In February his team got into a 
snowdrift on the road and one of his 
horses was badly damaged, so that it was 
lamed for a long time. The same spring 
while driving over the same road his team 
went into a culvert in the road, and he 
had considerable difficulty in extricating 
them. One of the horses was injured so 
that he afterward sold it for about $25. 
The defense was that the plaintiff did not 
not exercise due care and that the town 
had not had proper notice of any defect. 
It was in evidence that the town's appro- 
priation of about $300, a third is expended 
for breaking snow road. The jury took 
the case at 4 o'clock and a half an hour 
later returned a verdict of $77 for Weaver 
for the injury in the snow drift and for 
town as to the accident at thu culvert. 
The case was tried at Great Harrington 
in the district court and the town suc- 
ceeded. The costs make quite a large 
bill. 


The next cases in order were those of 


Mullen and Ott against the Consolidated 
road, arising from the Kent Snow plough 
accident. In the afternoon it was given 
out that the case would be settled, but up 
to last night no settlement had been 
made, and it is now expected that the 
cases may go on this morning. The set- 
tlement of these cases would put all the 
other oases on the short list for today.

Dr. Flint, the hypnotist, performed his 


startling electrocution test at Columbia 
opera house last night. The test was just 
as successful as the one made last Tuesday 
evening and resembled it in almost every 
detail. 


The sensitive on whom the doctor per- 


forms this test is Mr. Dolly, husband ot 
the hypnotic sleeper, who passed 22 hours 
in motionless slumber in Weber Eros.' 
window. The sensitive simply seats him- 
self on a large chair in the middle of the 
stage and the doctor begins his operations 
after assuring the audience that no one 
nerd fear the result of the test because he 
knows just what ho can do with the sensi- 
tive. After this assurance to the audience 
the sensitive is put to slnep evidently in 
ihe usual hypnotic way bypasses over the 
head and pressu e on the eyeball.

additional inan.pulations 
of 
chafing

sensitive's hands and passes 
on 


the 
shoulders 
and 
knees 
seem to 


complete the preparation. A manipulation 
only understood by the hypnotist and 
a peculiar one is the bending forward of 
the sensitive's 
head and with 
soma 


strength pulling along on the sensitive's 
neck towards the head af if to accomplish 
a dislocation. Similar pressure is applied 
under the lower jaw and the face muscles 
go through a slight massacre-like treat- 
ment. 


The sensitive is in a hypnotic sleep dur- 


ing these manipulations and when they 
are completed he is ordered to open his 
eyes and fix them on the doctor. Care is 
evidently taken that the sensitive is able 
to look fixedly at the doctor, without any 
relaxing of the gaze or dropping of the 
eyelids. TJie doctor then tells the sensi- 
tive that he has electric wirae in his hands 
with which he can kill him if he choose-i. 
This announcement to the sensitive is 
made in a very firm tone, a tone of unmis- 
takable authority as if the full power to 
do rested behind the declaration. The 
sensitive then sits in a very natural posi- 
tion, the hands up towards the chest as 
if grasping in each an electrode, and look- 
ing very intently ou the man who has 
just said he had the power to kill him. 


The unconscious sensitive, that is un- 


conscious to his natural self, but keeniy 
conscious to his new self developed by the 
hypnotist, lets his eyes follow his execu- 
tioner as he steps back a few paces from 
him and then makes a tiger-like spring 
towards him, plunging his arms forward 
and downward as if he was impelling 
some invisible force into the condemned 
man. At the Brat of these spring the man 
perceptibly 
trembles, the second he 


quivers as if a slight current agitated his 
frame and at the third or fourth, the 
muscles convulse, the face becomes red 
then changes to blue, the head is thrown 
back rigidly, the eyes take on a death-like 
stare and seems to be fathomless, the 
whole frame is shook with muscle rend- 
ing convulsions and the man bounds from 
his seat to the floor as if he was in a hor 
rible death agon-y. His whole frame be- 
comes as fixed and rigid as if 2,000 volts 
had all his nerves and muscles in their 
command. The breath comes heavy and 
slow and the whole appearance of the 
,man is one of intense strain in every part. 
The fingers are curved and bent as if so 
joint had held its place and the man ap- 
pears as if he was bound in tragic rigor 
mortis. 


The test is then at its height and after 


the doctors calls attention to its peculiar 
phases and a few passes and word or two 
brings the sensitive back to earth and he 
steps, smiling to the front of the stage 
with the doctor, not remembering his ter- 
rible nightmare, if it ever registered it- 
self on his brain.
